We find that the condition of the treasury 
is such as Wiii authorize the payment of sula- 
orice and aiso the appropriatious to widows 

and disabied confederate soidiers, if each of 
these payments is inade quarierly. If eo paid 
it will be unnecessary to raise agy additional 
revenue by ‘iesuing bonds or ‘by direct taxa- 
tion. 

We, therefore, recommend the passage of a 
bili authorizing the payment of publ.c 
teachers’ salaries quarterly, that is to 
oue-quarter the Ist.of Aprii, one-quarter the 
Ist of july, one-quarter the Ist of January, 
and that the appropriation to widows and dis- 
twlied i.kewise paid quarteriy on 
guid date in each year.

New Bills in the louse, 

One of the most important new bills in- 
troduced yesterday was that of Mr. Martin, 
of Fulton, requinng the labelling of con- 
vict made goods.
